Approved March 6, 1893 


Tbe people <A the State of Nevada, rep- 


resented in Senate and Assembly, do tnuct 
as as follows: 


SECTION 1. Tbe Supeiinte-ndent of Pub- 


lic luBtiuutun, by and with the consent of 
the State Board of Education, shall have 
power to convene two Slute Tfiichors1 Tnati 
tatis annually, in difformt sections of the 
Sitate, and shall preside over and regulate 
the exercises of the same m pursuance of 
the provisions of this Act. 
Teachers who 


Httend one such institute shall not be re 
quired to attend another in tbe same year. 
Sessions shall not be less than three dajs.

CRUSHING 
AND 
GRINDING 
PAN. 


An Invention of Material Interest to 


Miner*. 


James H. Kinkend, th» well-known min- 


ing huperintendsnt ot Virginia City, Nov., 
ban patented through tbe Mining and 
So enlifio Prtes Patent Ag»noy an improve- 
mmt in pans lor grinding orp. 
The pan is 


made of iron and of any suitabU diaroeier. 
having an essentially flat bottom and verti- 
cal sides united by a curve of a quarter of 
a circle. 
M'be interior of tnta pan is Hoed 


with dies properly secured and formicg a 
removable iorface upon which the grinding 
takes place. Through tbe center of the 
pan passes a shaft which i* geared to it, 
and the lower end flu into a aocket stt-p. 
The upper end of this shaft has a ball 
formed upon it, and this fits into a corre- 
sponding shaft socket or box upon tbe 
outer end of a crauk. More or less throw 
can be given to tbia orank as desired. Tbe 
crank is fixed to a vertical shaft joornaled 
in a box upon the frame limbers. 
A bev- 


eled gear wheel is fixed to tnia shaft, and a 
hoveled pinion is fixtd to the horizontal 
«haft journaled upon tbe frame timbers 
aud having driving pulleys upon tbe outer 
end, throngh which power is applied to 
rotate the shaft and orank and move the 
pan. 


In order to prevent the pan itself from

The Legislature of 1893. as a measure of 


economy, passed en Act reducing the moa- 
ner of Grand Jurors to t n. and provided 
that eight of tbsm could find a true bill. 
As stated in tbe JOUBNAI. when the bill was 
introduced, the powar of the Legislature to 
make such a number a valid Grand Jury 
was doubted by tbe legal profession. 
Tbe 


question of the validity of this enactment 
w»s decided in the District Court yester- 
day in the oosa of the State vs. P. P^rla, 
who was convicted of embezzlement, and 
on a motion in arrest cf ju Igmaut m*da by 
bis attorney, W. L. Knox. 


The court held that tbe constitutional 


provision that no person should be tried 
for an infamous crime except after indict- 
ment by a Grand Jury meant a Grand Jury 
of which twelve at least bad voted in favor 
of the bill, as that was the only Gr^nd Jury 
known to eith-r the common or Territorial 
aw when the Constitution w»s uJopted. It 
joostitotes a p >rl of the Bill of Bights, 
and secured to every person protection 
from charg-s not indorsed by at leist 
twelve free persons drawn from the body 
of the county. If it was intended to leave 
it with, the Legislature to fix the number 
there was no reason or necessity for pre- 
serving this guarantee in the fnndameuta 
law. 
Power to reduce at all is th» same as 


power to reduce to tho amalle t possible 
number. It is one of tboae BBfeguarda ol 
personal liberty drawn from Mugoa CbarU, 
and which tbe people deemed rf a"oli im 
portanoe aa to entitle it to a place in tbe 
Bill of Btgbte. The frainere of the Consti- 
tution so intended it, for ibi term " Grand 
Jury " then was generally understood as a 
body of seventeen, ot which no lesj than 
twelvo could indict. 


Several provisions of the old Uw were at 


the same time repealed to make tbe prac- 
tice conform to tha proposed change; but 
the attempted change being unconstitu- 
tional, the repealing olame la also void.
